A million tons a month of United 
shipping and supplies lie rusting at the 
bottom. Ship launchings are keeping 
pace, but men and vital supplies cannot 
be replaced. 

Nazis are launching one new sub a 
day; twice as many as Allies are sink- 
ing. Number active in Atlantic—120; 
total number now in operation—450; 
probable total available by June—700. 

Insurance rates have zoomed to 20% 
for ships attempting passage to India or 
Africa. That means insurance compan- 
ies expect more than 1 out of every 5 
to be a total loss. 

In effect, the present set-up shows 
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that the combined British and U. S 
fleets are not blockading Germany so 
much as the Axis U-boat fleet is block

Life of General 
Degrassiano 


to become an officer in the Imperial 
Italian Army. On the day of the gruel 
ling final examination, the young sol 
dier was squeezed into a small room. A 
dray horse was backed halfway through 
the door, completely blocking all 
chance of escape \ bull fiddle was 
then handed to the perspiring candi- 
date. who had to figure out the proper 
tactics for maneuvering out of this dif- 
ficult situation.

It is no military secret among 
Degrassiano’s few remaining officer 
friends that he always preferred the in 
fantry, as offering a safer, faster means 
of covering ground. 

Degrassiano was a colonel by the end 
of the Ethiopian campaign. His feat of 
capturing 25 savage Abyssinian speat 
men is still told throughout Italy and 
the bazaars of the Middle East. 

In this action, the young officer be 
came separated from his command, who 
were somewhat slower runners than the 
dashing Degrassiano. Under ordinary 
conditions, the fleet-footed Colonel 
would have had little trouble in out 
running anyone. But on this particu 
lar day he had just been awarded two 
very heavy new medals. and was carry 
ing an impost of some 50 pounds in 
metal alone. Thus, while galloping 
across the plain, he found himself pur 
sued by 25 blood-thirsty Ethiopians.

Keeping about 
three feet ahead of the fastest spear 
man, the wily Degrassiano led the 25 
natives into a trap near the main Italian 
camp.

The colonel named James J. Corbett 
as the greatest boxer in the game.

Of course, one of the smartest men 
was Philadelphia Jack O’Brien, an in- 
timate friend of Colonel Biddle. They 
yoxed in public exhibitions more than 
100 times, and attracted a_ sell-out 
crowd one time in Cincinnati. Colonel 
Biddle was a sparring partner for 


O'Brien for all his professional matches, 
and O’Brien helped him train over a 
‘5-vear period for his amateur engage- 
ments. 

The colonel became interested in ac 
tive sports long before he became an 
intimate of the great names of sport 
famous figures dating from the turn of 
the century on down through the Golden 
Era of the ‘20's. It seems that at the 
age of 10 he had to learn knife fighting. 

“We lived on the Portuguese island 
of Madeira and knife fighting was a 
popular pastime, such as boxing is to 
boys in this country. By gum, we had 
some fights in those days.” One of the 
colonel’s strongest phrases is “By 
gum!” 

It was only natural that years later 
he became prohe ient in other types ot 
knife work; types known as the Span 
ish Knife and the Bowie Knife. He 
considers the latter, and teaches it to 
Marines, the highest form of knife 
fighting. He even went west. at the 
suggestion of his friend. the late Colo 
nel C. J. Miller, USMC. to study the 
technique of stoccata, in-quartata and 
passato sotto with the Bowie Knife. 

The career of Colonel Biddle em- 
braces so many phases and stretches 
ver sO many years it is difficult to cor- 
relate them. Nor did we try to during 
the day I spent with him. People and 
incidents crowd the years For in 
stance. he showed me a sunken place in 
his chest.

Corporal Calhoun H. Vestal. of 
Whitewright, Texas, a member of these 
patrols who accounted for three Japa- 
nese with his rifle, said: 

“Lieutenant Walker is as cool as a 
man can possibly be under fire. He set 
a fine example. [I’m anxious to go out 
with him again.” 

Vestal’s sentiments were reflected by 
other men, who besieged Lieutenant 
Walker with requests to accompany his 
patrols. 

The Lieutenant, of huge proportions, 
with steely blue eves, has little to say 
about his adventures. He sums it all 
up by saying, “It’s all in the day's 
work.” 

He enlisted in the Marines before 
Pearl Harbor and was commissioned a 
Second Lieutenant while in the field.

During the retreat of the French Ar- 
my, Sergeant Zwingle took part in a 
last ditch stand at Orleans near Paris. 

After the Armistice he issued pass- 
ports for the Vichy Government to ref.- 
ugees of The Netherlands and Belgium, 
but soon tired of that and decided to 
make his wav home.

The Gestapo arrested him in January 
and sentenced him to the Blois Prison 
Camp The day after he arrived he 
joined six Frenchmen in a successful 
break. Thev seized a German staff car 
and drove through the forests to Saint 
Aignan. where they swam a river to un- 
eccupied France. 

There Sergeant Zwingle reported to 
the American consul and made arrange- 
ments to return to the United States, 
arriving in June, 1941. After Pearl 
Harbor. he enlisted in the Marines and,

‘We supply weather information and 
flight forecasts, including velocity and 
direction of the upper air currents fot 
navigational purposes and for ballistic 
data for artillery batteries,” explained 
Technical Sergeant Gordon Boyd. 
U.S.M.C., of Auburn, California, one of 
the several Marine and Navy Aerogra 
phers stationed here 

“One of our jobs is making a pilot 
balloon ascension daily come hell ot 
high water, to ascertain wind velocity 
or determine ceiling. That's what 
everybody saw last night. 

“We also transmit weather informa 
tion to fleet and shore stations through 
out the south Pacific We keep com 
plete meteorologic al records for re 
search purposes 

“We have practically the same equip 
ment as a weather bureau back home 
The field equipment, however, is di 
signed to fit each unit’s needs.”
